1'olice Committee Meets Tonight. 


Connellsville today is without police 
protection. 


Following the suspension of three 


members of the Jove" a.nd the subse- 
quent strike ot the remaining patrol- 
men on Satuiday, aftairs in police cir- 
cJes have been in a state of chaos, and 
a bpeciul meeting of the Police Com- 
mittee will be held tonight to deal with 
the situation. 


Since Satuiday morning Chief oC 


Police Hetzel has practically been the 
only guardian ot the peace on duty, 
and hifs continued service with only 
two hours' faleep during the interval 
resulted in his beins compelled to take 
to his bed this morning. 


Three citizens were sworn in as of- 
ficers Saturday by Burge&s J. L. Ev- 
ans to (111 the places vacated by the 
striking patrolmen, but they only serv- 
ed a short time, being: compelled to 
hand in their mace& and badges to the 
Chief shortly before midnight, as the 
result of persecution of friends of tho 
strikers they claimed. 


The men were Herman Brown, Rol- 


lie Conn and George .Schemer. Brown 
was stationed on the 'West Side but at 
10 o'clock he handed in his mace and 
resigned. A crowd of 15 men, he said, 
gathered jn the station and hurled 
cat calls at him, declaring that he was 
a "scab" and "blackleg" for taking the 
job. 


The remaining: members of the re- 


lief force fared little better. 
A.ffans 


followed Conn around his beat, and 
when he reached a point near the 
Trans-Allegheny hotel, accosted him. 
They gave him treatment similar to 
tnat accorded Brown, and he decided 
t« (luit, he said. Conn handed in his 
insigmas of office to the Chief, b-ut Sun- 
day he thought better of his action, 
and mode up his mind to defy tha 
crowd and hold his position. 
Yester- 


day afternoon he appeared at the Ci.v 
Hall and 
went 
on 
duty, 
servint; 
throughout the night. 


When Schomer reached the City 


Hall at midnight, he walked into a 
crowd of sympathizers who made it so 
hot and uncomfortable that he deter- 
mined that the life of a citizen was 
preferable to that of th? cop. Among 
the crowd who accosted Schomer -,n 
the police court room are said to have 
been a. Councilman and former mem- 
bers o£ the force. 


Saturday night many'of the rio'- 


lously Inclined determined to take ad- 
vantage of the cripiiled police force, 
and lout! talking- and 
noisemakms 


were heard 1'iequently on Pittsburg 
and ilain streets. "During the night. 
Chief Hetzel ariesled nine disturbers 
of the peace, who aie today serving 
sentences in the borough lockup. 


A deteimined effort will be made by 


members of the Police Committee to- 
night to clear up the situation. While 
some of them are undecided as to 
what action will be taken, Chairman 
Hetzel declaies that the boiough is 
not having a strike to contend witn; 
that-the policemen resigned, and that, 
therefore, the committee can empuy 
other men to fill their places. 


"And the new men won't be inter- 


ferred with, either," he declared this 
morning. "Instructions have been is- 
sued for the arrest of anyone guilty 
of interfering with any of the new 
men, and these ciders will be enforc- 
ed. 


"At the Council meeting tomorrow 
night," he said, "the men who were 
suspended by the committee Friday 
night, will be dismissed from the ser- 
vice." 


Mr. Hetzel was averse to saying 
what will be done with the men on 
strike. However, he signified that m 
all probability none will be reinstated 
to the force. 


A delegation of the striking police- 


men gave out a statement this morn- 
ing. • They said: 


"We have endeavored to persuade 


others frorii tailing places on the police 
force, but our methods have been en- 
tirely peaceful. We have attempted 
to win over those men, by explaining 
our side of the controversy that they 
should not till our places 


"Wo want to deny that we have 


made any threats or have the slight- 
est intention of resorting to violence. 
Our methods are peaceful and we in- 
tend to preserve the same order wo 
faithfully attempted to maintain while 
members of the force. We -want our 
friends to pursue the same policy.
